TUBERCULOSIS 


There  has  not  been  an  increase  over  the  1953  figure  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  details  of  which  are  given  in  Tables 
2  and  3.  9  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  2  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  16  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
received  Sanatorium  treatment.  During  the  year,  the  Housing  Committee 
allocated  9  houses  to  Tuberculosis  patients.

In  submitting  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  it  is  good  to  know  for 
the  seventh  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  and 
only  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Urban  District.  Our 
main  epidemics  were  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  with  156  and  223 
respectively.  Ten  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported  with  three  deaths. 
During  the  past  year  all  the  Tuberculosis  patients  were  rehoused  and  each 
now  has  a  separate  bedroom.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
the  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.

iqrA  In  submitting  this,  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report  for 

sanitary  circumstance  of  the  district,  I  have  followed 
" e  suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Report  will  be  found  details  of  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  and  it  is  again  pleasing  to 
report  that  for  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  we  worked  with  the 
manager  and  Staif  of  the  Abattoir  in  the  closest  co-operation.  The 

Tni^iQ^h0U^e4-?aS  acPuired  and  taken  over  by  the  Council  on  the  1st 
,  ,  a3?d  tiie  manP°wer  officially  taken  over  on  the  5th  July  1954, 

*  •)0in:3  Advisory  Committee  was  set  up  consisting  of  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  local  Butchers’  Association  and  meetings  were  held  to 
iscuss  the  many  problems  that  arose  as  a  result  of  the  transfer  of 
slaughtering  responsibility.  The  tenant  from  the  house  adjoining  the 
slaughterhouse  was  found  alternative  accommodation  and  this  house  was 
converted  into  a  hanging  room  to  accommodate  carcases,  and  in  a 
smaller  room,  offals.  We  had  during  the  year  two  applications  for 
o laught erhous e  licences,  both  of  which  were  refused. 


_  wuring  the  year  there  have  been  11  applications  for 

Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act  1949.  Of  these  only  8 
were  approved.  14  applications  were  dealt  with  during  the  previous 


I  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1953  that  the  Council  had 
p^?  ase  '  a  Georgian  house.  No.  10  Stockwell  St.  for  conversion  into 
oil  ices.  These  new  offices  were  completed  and  we  were  able  to  move-in 
on  schedule  by  the  25th  March  1954. 


„  .  ,  It;1  ls  Pleasing  to  record  that  by  the  end  of  May  1954  your 

Council  had  rehoused  all  the  necessitous  cases  of  Pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  standard  taken  here  was  a  separate  bedroom  for  the 
patient  and  If  this  could  not  be  achieved  in  their  existing 
accommodation,  the  Housing  Committee  agreed  for  them  to  be  rehoused 
in  Council  houses. 


In  the  Spring  of  the  year  we  had  an  offer  from  the 
National  Industrial  Fuel  Effeciency  Service  to  assist  us  in  any  case 
where  we  were  having  difficulty  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke  due 
° 0  ^effeciency  of  the  boiler  installation  and/or  method  of 
firing.  We  took  advantage  of  this  offer  and  co-operated  with  the 
i'  » I  • »E.S.  with  such  success  that  in  December  1954  a  course  of 
lectures  was  commenced  under  the  aegis  of  the  Fuel  Efficiency 
Service  to  teach  modern  methods  to  boilermen.  This  course  of  lectures 
will  be  followed  by  examination  and  I  hope  to  give  you  the  final 
results  in  my  next  report. 

Gentlemen,  I  should  again  like  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  help  I  have  received  at  all 
times  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  particularly  do  I 
appreciate  and  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyalty  and  willingness.
